Findlay , O.. Nov. 23.—The Buckey e 
Pipe Line company was made the de­ 
fendant in a suit filed in the circuit 
court by William L. David, prosecut­ 
ing attorney of Hancock county , and 
George H. Phelps, who had just re­ 
turned from the attorney general’s of­ 
fice. 
The state of Ohio is the plain­ 
tiff. 
The petition alleges that the 
Buckey e Pipe Line company is organ­ 
ized under the laws of Ohio with a cap­ 
ital stock of $ 10,000,000, and is em­ 
powered to transport and store petro­ 
leum by means of pipes. 
The peti­ 
tion t harges that ever since its organ­ 
ization in 1886 it has been a member 
of an illegal combination known as 
the Standard Oil trust. 
It operates in 
six counties in northwestern Ohio and 
charges 
20 cents per barrel for the 
transportation 
of oil 
any distance. 
Such charges, it is said, are only nom­ 
inal. and they are imposed to prevent 
others from availing them selves of 
such facilities. 
The charges are al­ 
leged to be wholly disproportionate to 
the services rendered 
It is stated to 
be the duty 01 the defendant as a com­ 
mon carrier to afford the public equal 
facilities for use of its pipe lines, anc) 
that the charges should not be more 
than one-eighth of 
1 per cent. 
Plain­ 
tiff pray s for an alternative writ of 
mandamus to issue out of the circuit 
court, and that the defendant provide 
for the public equal and just facilities 
and transportation in Ohio and fix a 
schedule of rates. 
The petition is 
signed by Wade H Ellis, attorney gen­ 
eral.

Those 
who 
are fond of trailing 
through the woods and fields with dog 
and gun in qnest of other game are 
afield in qnest of game. 
Guns that 
had been idle for weeks and months 
have been brought out and limbered 
np, w hile the dogs were taken ont in 
the backy ard, or'near by commons and 
given a few lessons. 
Rabbits are said to be plentful and 
qnail is reasonably so, but as the latter 
can fly from\>ne field to another and 
numbers of 
farms 
are 
posted, the 
chances to bag a lot of quail is rather 
limited. 
Rabbits being 
larger 
game 
and 
standing less chance of getting away , 
the slaughter of these w ill doubtless 
be very large. 
The hunting laws are 
very strict, however, and the fellow 
who was so foolish as to start ont 
w ithout 
having complied with the 
game laws w ill no doubt regret it be­ 
fore he has hunted long, as every far­ 
mer he meets w ill want to see his 
hunting license. 
The hunting season 
opened Nov. 10 and y ou can hunt rab­ 
bit and qnail nntil the evening of D e­ 
cember 31st. 
No hunter is allowed to kill more 
than tw enty -fonr quail any one dav 
and he is strictly forbidden to sell or 
offer any of them 'for sale directly or 
indirectly at any time. 
A fine of $10 
is provded for 
each qnail sold or 
offered for sale. 
Hunters shonld not forget that they 
are likely to be arrested for trespass if 
they do not*get he consent of the ow n­ 
er or tenant of any land before enter­ 
ing thereon. 
For an offense of this 
kind the fine ranges from $10 to $25. 
The number of farmers who w ill not 
permit hunters on their farm is in ­ 
creasing each vear.
